WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  very  dry  summer  the  springs  were  completely  dry  and  the 
town  was  entirely  dependant  upon  a supply  from  the  rural  district 
and  for  the  six  month  period  ending  on  30th  September,  the  rural 
district  had  supplied  the  town  with  1,500,000  gallans.

The  refuse  tip  was  the  greatest  source  of'  infestation  in 
rhe  town  and  a thorough  treatment  was  carried  cut  with  poison 
being  laid  regularly  each  month.  The  result  of  such  work  is  that 
complaints  from  neighbouring  houses  were  practically  nil. 

DEFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Complaints  were  received  from  the  tenants  of  the  houses 
cvei coking  the  tip,  namely  Wells  Terrace  and  as  a result  of 
such  complaints  the  whole  of  the  south  side  of  the  tip  was 
levelled  and  the  greater  part  of  the-  surface  of  the  tip  covered 
with  soil.  Tipping  was  then  confined  to  the  east  side  of  the 
tip  which  seemed  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  complainants
